It is pleasing to witness a growing interest in 
the churches, to the claims of Home Missions,

The Circular Letter of the Warren Association, 
is devoted to the subject of Home Evangelism. 
To this it gives in the following paragraph de- 
jserved prominence. 

It is assumed to be the natural and seripturel 
method i our efforts to convert the world, that 
our own neighbors and citizens, and co intry, are 
to have our first and foremost endeavors. When 
one experiences religion it isthe order of nature 
and propriety for him to fecl first. and most, for 
his friends, and those immediately about him, 
ind to make personal efforts for their religious 
welfare, When a company of Christians are 
ovganized into a church, it is natural and right 
for them to unite in sustaining the ministry of 
the word among themselves ; and indeed all the 
means of grace, not for their own edification and 
growth alone, but, also for the good of the com- 
munity around them, ‘This, moreover, is a 
eeriptural law. Christ said of himself—*1 am 
j/notsent but unto the lost sheep of the house of 
‘Israel.’ Unto his disciples, when he sent them 
forth, he said the same ;—* Go ye rather to the 
lost sheep of the house of Israel.’ Even after 
the resurrection, and after the commission to 
|‘ teach all nations,’ this original method of pro-
